A 
small addition to the palice tax would suffice to keep 
the machines in order, and to pay a brigade for work- 
ing them. Otherwise, a public meeting should be 
called, and a society be formed similar “ to the 
Association for Preserving Life from Fire,” in Lon- 
don. A very trifling subscrip'ion from each house- 
holder in Dublin would amply suffice to provide an 
active brigade with efficient engines. 

As to the supply of water, there was no reason 
on earth why there should not have been abundance. 
When the Vartry scheme is carried into effect, we 
shall have water at high pressure; but this does not 
obviate the necessity of providing fire escapes. On 
the older houses of the city of Dublin, the distances 
of the fire plugs were distinctly painted, so that 
every one knew where to look for a supply. Now, 
in our best streets the knowledge of the fire plug is 
confined to one or two individuals, who are sometimes 
as difficult to be procured as the Corporation water 
carts. Of course this may be denied ; we may be 
told that hundreds of persons know where the fire- 
plugs are. Ifso, we ask why was not an abundance 
of water procurable five minutes after the alarm of 
fire was given ? No one can pretend there was not 
abundanee in the mains. 

One man proved himself to be a true hero on that 
Sunday morning. Any person who fancies the diffi- 
culty and peril of working himself through a top 
garret window, of placing his arms round the pro- 
jecting cope-stone of a parapet, and li ting his body 
up by sheer force of sinew to the roof, will appreciate 
the feat of Mr. Hughes. In that desperate attempt 
he did not think only of himself. His effort at self- 
preservation, though successful, was rendered doubly

If a master baker fiads that a diminution inthe hours 
of work compels him to employ more hands, he then 
will struggle to reduce the wages of the men, on 
the fair ground that they work for fewer bours. 
Lf the local workmen are bound together by com- 
binations, and will not submit to a reduction of wages, 
then the master must introduce workmen from other 
places, where there may be a superabundance of la- 
bour. If, then, the society men” attempt to interfere 
with these strangers, or to threaten them, the law 
steps in, and proves by heavy penalties that labour 
is a marketable commodity, and is not to be regulated 
by any self-constituted tribunal, 

But the contention between the operatives and 
the master bakers bas given rise to another question 
affecting the public even more than the operatives. 
The master bakers of Londoa and other large cities 
have discovered that they can do without aperatives 
nearly altogether. Great improvements have re- 
cently been introduced in the method of making 
bread by machinery. The machines used, here and 
there, some years since, were exceedingly costly and 
very clumsy. Recently, however, machinists have 
devised means to furnish machinery of small bulk 
and comparatively little cost, which will supersede 
the operative bakers to 8 great degree. ‘The bread 
made by these new machines is as good and whole 
me as that made by haads or feet, and is certainly 
more cleanly. The public, then, as is always the 
case, will gain by this agitation. They will get as 
good bread, made with cleanliness and speed, at the 
usual price, and relieve a large number of mea from 
an occupation with which they are dissatisfied.

I was opposite the ab- house when there were two others 
only, and saw the wonderful and gallant conduct of Hughes, 
and it was then, for the first time, I saw a policeman. Mes- 
nengers were then tent for the fire engives, and the few peo- 
ple then present went into the next house to endeavour to get 
on the roof, to aid, if possible, the escape of the other inmates, 
No means of egress could be found, but a hole was immedi 
etely knocked through the ceili and roof. Inthe mean- 
time I had tried the next house, Dr. Darley’s, and was con- 
ducted on the roof by the servant, bat found that (what I 
then thought were al!) some women and a man had gone into 
the next house, Ithen immediately ce:cenced intothe 
street, aud found the police had come; but it was some 
time after that an engine arrived. When they did 
come, there was no water, and it was only when the fire had 
almost spent self that the engines began to play. If we 
had had a fire eseape, I could have gone as far as College 
green, and have brought it to the fire, I thoroughly believe, 
in time to have saved every one.

Unt the quality of the meat, at any pric 
not what it used to be; itis not so sapid, nutritious, or em 
wholesume as formerly, The object of the agriculturist 
present is, by a certain system of feeding and breedin 
produce on young animals an apparent maturity; to pro 
their growth, as might be said, unnataraliy; to put 
flesh” rapidly, without reference to elastic firmness of fi 
and, by means of a disguise of fat, to simulate a high d 
vf wholesome condition. The following observation of 
celebraied Cullen is apposite— Fat meats are more difficul 
dygestion, but this arises trom the fat in these meats be 
cvliecied in maxses, separately from the fleshy Gbres.”

STEELPLATED GUN BOIS. 
TO THs KDITOR OF THE ien TIMES. 
6th Nov. 1860. 

Sen, — While England is wasting time and money in lay ing 
down and finishing wooden „ the Emperor of the 
French, among other warlike preparations, has ordered 150 
steel-plated gunboats, each to have a rifled cannon in the 
bow. these will be, in “pe eng to their size, the most 
effective engines of naval warfare yet produced. A steel- 
plated gunboat made to fight stem on will be so far invul- 
nerable, Every projectile of which we have any idea must 
— . off such a boat, in such a position, without doing the 

eastinjury. But such a boat, to be perfect, should be armed 
ateach end, and should be made on the principle of the 
whaleboat—i.e., to equally well with either end 
foremost ; her lines should be similar from amidships to either 
extremity, and she should have a steering atus at each 
end, ao as to be able to advance towards, and to recede from, 
an enemy without turning. 

As a propeller for such a vessel, I propose 
Let the part of the vessel at the keel, or where the keel should 
be, be rom the outside concave, instead of convex—that is, 
let a semi-circular groove run along the bottom of the vessel, 
of the same diameter as the intended screw. Let the circle 
be completed for about 20 teet under the centre of the vessel 
—in other words, let there be a cylinder, open at each end, 
under the centre of the vessel, In this place a screw (not 
the ordinary one, with distinct fans, bat one) with a fan ruo- 
ning in a regular thread round the axis for one, two, or more 
complete turns, and at an angle of 45° with it. The advan- 
tages of such a screw, so placed, would be: that it would be 
nearly secure from being fouled by wreck or otherwise ; that 
in a broken sea it would not be lifted out of the water, as the 
ordinary screw at the stern constantly is; that it could be 
worked equaly well in either direction ; and that the slip 
would be reduced to a minimum, and, therefore, the greatest 
effect given to the steam power employed. 

There would be some little difficulty in applying steam 
power to such a screw, but nothing that could not be easily 
overcome, The weight of such a screw might also prove an 
objection ; but, by making it of wrought, instead of cast, iron, 
and on the cellular principle, this also might be overcome 

Atany rate, Í feel certain that some modification of this 
principle will be yet adopted, and that a perfect screw, such 
as | speak of, working in an open cylinder, will yet supersede 
a | other screw propellers: 

Ine value of such gunboats could not be over-estimated. 
Being so far periectiv invulnerable, half-a-dozea of them 
ought to beable to send the Gloire to glory, if not in as 
many minutes, at least ia a very short time, if only a gun 
dau be found that could pierce her plates, aad more than 
one such gun, I believe, already exists. 

Such boats would also admit of great skill in mancuvring 
them, at the same time that they would be more under com- 
mand than any others. 

There are many details, into which I cannot enter—for 
instance, the cylinder should be longer than the screw, for 
evident reasons, By an easily applied apparatus, the screw 
could be prevented from interfering with the sailing pro- 
por ties of the boat, when not under steam, Ge. But what | 
uave Said is sufficient to explain my ideas generally. 

A fleet of such boats, attended by some large ship or ships 
(the Great Eastern for instance), as coal and store depots 
could sweep an ocean, Everything made of wood would be 
blown into matches (it used to be chops), No masonry could 
ong stand before them, and if iron is peneirable they would 
peuctrate it. The expense of buildiag such boats should not 
exceed £20,000 each, at the outside. This would give fifty of 
‘heim for a million sterling ; and as I think they could, at the 
price stated, be made to carry two guns at each bow or end, 
90 of them would together give 100 guns available at a time.

H. F. MaoU.iwrock lig —The eight creeks visited by 
Mr. MacCiintock are situated on the south side of Cuy- 
unie River, about eight miles above a series of fails or 
rapids, known by the name of “Simirie.” The main 
stream, * Wareelie ”’ name, from which gold to the 
value of several huodred dollars has already been 
taken and sold in Georgetown, is twelve to fifteen miles 
long and sixty feet wide. This creek winds through 
many rocky hills, is very narrow at the mouth, and 
running parallel with the river not easily seen; few 
persons, iudeed, except those well acquainted with the 
locality, would be able to find it. When Mr. MacClintock 
arrived at Wareelie he was met there by three Accaway 
Indians, one of whom had lately returned from the 
gold diggings at Caratal,in Venezuela, where he ac- 
quired a good knowledge ot digging and washing, which 
enabled him to obtain from clay, considered valueless 
by the inexperienced, nearly a thimble full of the metal 

r. MacOClintok used every legitimate means to obtain 
this sample of gold, but the Indian rejected all offers, 
saying that he left his settlement on the Carumo 
Creek, a tributary of upper Cayunie, for the express 
purpose of taking from the Wareelie as much gold as 
would enable him to purchase a gun, therefore refused 
to sell except in Georgetown. Mr. MacClintock 
stay at Wareelie was necessarily brief, ia conse-~ 
quence of his leave of absence being limited to 
enteo weeks, which gave him only three days at 
‘ Wareelie,” of which two were so wet nothing in the 
way of searching for gold was possible, and it was not 
until the forenoon of the third day that the two samples 
of gold (allusion to which has already been made) were 
obtained, Starting from the penal settlement the 
“ Wareelie” may be reached, during the dry season, in 
irom twenty to twenty-five hours. When Mr. MacCtin- 
tock last ascended the Cu; unie (27th April) the current 
was exceedingly rapid in consequence, and the numerous 
postages, the journey to “ Wareelie” lasted more than 
our days, whilst back to the penal settlement, by the 
same route, only took nine hours—shooting the falls, as 
it is termed, was decidedly the most agreeable part ol 
his trip, and he cannot conclude without remarking 
that it only for the sake ofa race upon the waters, so 
to speak, the Falls of Cuyunie are well worth a visit.—

Mr. Childers then came forward, and was received 
very warmly. He proceeded to give a detailed account 
of the late massacres, and the causes which had led to 
the calamity. He said he thought it unnecessary to 
remind his hearers that within the past tweive months 
many and great troubles had come upon the dyrian 
people. For the purposes of that meeting, it was not of 
any very t importance to decide what was the origin 
of the difficulties in that land, which had brought 
about the fearful results he was about detailing, 
but it might interest them to know that the 
terrible calamity which had broken out had been more 
or less anticipated for the past two years. By the rules 
of the country it was established that there should be 
a distinct government for the Syrian Druse and Chris- 
tian es, and u the recent occasion the Sultan of 
Turkey had failed in satisfying the requirements ot this 
rule, with respect to the appointment ofa fit and proper 
person to be governor of a certain locality. Two years 
ago very grievous complaints had been made upon this 
subject. He wished to state that the Druses were not 
Mabometans themselves, although they inhabited a 
country of that belief; they were members of an ancient 
fáith, In consequence of the Sultan not being able to 
satisfy the people in the appointment of a governor, a 
series of troubies arose between the Christians and the 
Druses, and at the beginning of the present year affairs 
stood in that position. It was seen that if these 
disputes came to any result, it would entail sad conse- 
quences, which, he (Mr. Childers) ted deeply to 
state, had, indeed, taken place. In the early 1 of 
May one of the Maronite priests was found mu in 
the highway, and it was concluded that he had met with 
his death at the hands of the Druses, and, accordingly, 
the very first Druse the Christians came across they 
killed him, After this event several Christians were 
slain by the Druses, and the former again retaliated by 
again attacking, somewhat more formally, a number of 
Druses, and killing fouror five of their number. Things 
went on in this way until, ot the 28th May last, 
thirty-two villages were simuUtaneously burnt to 
the ground by the Druses. Those persons who 
were so fortunate enough as to escape, fled to- 
wards the large towns, pursued by their infuriated 
assailers. They went to Hasbeya, which isa town 
somewhat defended, and here they made a slight resis- 
tance, but were speedily overpowered by the numbers 
of the Druses who attacked them, and were obliged to 
give themselves up. They, howerer, applied to Othman 
Bey for protection, and he at fimt seemed disposed to 
afford it to them, He promised that if they surrendered 
their arms he would receive them into his palace, a 
place well defended, where, at all events, they might 
remain in safety. The Christians, very uowisely = 
ing upon the fidelity of this min, conceded to his pro- 
posal, and 1,500 males entered the palace in the end of 
May, or beginning of June. On the 5th of that month the 
governor himself went away. Meagwhile these people were 
without the least provision, andthvy made application 
to the Government to allow them some. This was re-

As many as |! of 13,000 males were 
willed, and the women were to the Mussulmans for 
the harems. The next massacte took place at Baal 
Hermon (?) where, although the Christians were 
not all murdered (being to a certain extent protected by 
the Turkish 2322 yeta terrible batchery occurred. 
Un the 22ad June the Christians were again attacked 
with equally disastrous results, Another attack was 
made on a town containing 10,000 pr 12,000 inhabitants, 
the body of Druses assailing the town, and those de- 
fending it coming up almost at the same time, and the 
widiers of the Tark, so far from protecting the Chris 
tians, absolutely cut off their means of retreat. Every 
Coristian was massacred, and his property destroyed. 
These were some of the prineipal events of the late 
calamity, When the news of these circumstances 
reached Constantinople the feeling which was felt was 
well known to the public, Before, however, the 
Saitan had sent any supply of soldiers to 
check the revolt, a sort of peace had been 
patched up between the Druses and the Christians, for 
though this had been called a war it was really 
nothing less than a cold-blooded butchery of the one 
people by the other. All which now seemed to remain 
to be done was to incite the Government to find out 
who were the guilty parties, bus at this very moment, 
the most terrible of all the mmssacres took place at 
Damascus, This place was no! in the country of the 
Druses, Here there were 160,000 inhabitants, of whom 
20,000 were Christians, aud the rest Mussulmans, The 
tact that outrages were commpted at Damascus was, 
he (Mr. Childers) thought, a tdlerable proof that some- 
thing more than the mere local difficulty arising from 
the inability to appoint a governor was at the bottom 
of these horrors. He thought there was little doubt 
that these massacres were only those of a series which 
commenced in India when the Mahometans joined to 
exterminate the Chrisiians, There was no doubt about 
this fact, that in the beginning of July last, unecpec- 
tedly altogether, the whole Christian population of Da 
mascus was, within three or our days, either extermi- 
nated or destroyed. The whole property of the place 
was ruined by the numerous body of Mussu! mans, ag- 
sisted by the Turkish soldiery, whe attacked the place. 
The Turkish governor was on the spot, but made no 
Hort to stop the massacre, About two millions of 
money were lost at this calamity, and every house was 
raised to the ground. But while every hand was lifted 
against the Christians, one man rose up amongst them 
and exerted himself to his best to protect them, This 
was Abdel Kader. On this oocasion, he showed himsel! 
to be, indeed, worthy of the good opinion entertained of 
him. Ile came forward exposing himselt to great dan- 
ger, and with the assistance of some faithful Mussulmans, 
succeeded in offering a home and an asylum to all 
Christians who could get within his walls. By these 
means he preserved the lives of numbers, and especielly 
the representatives of Christian nations, for the butchers 
lid not confine themselves to any particalar people, but, 
made wholesale work of it, The numbers of those who 
had suffered were: — About 5,000 Christian males, almost 
ill fathers of families, were mardered, and there were 
20,000 women and children, wha, at this moment, aare 
absolutely without a protector. lu addition to this, som: 
3,000 or 10,000 women ani chiliren had suffered, and 
ven a larger number had died @nce the massacres from 
sheer want and starvation, Tifwre were some 40,000 or 
$5,000 other Chri-tians, who, although not perhaps left 
without male protectors, were entirely without the mean: 
earning anything to themselves, Some 
30,000 had been com vely deprived of their 
whole means of existence, and were reduced to a 
state of utter penury. There were from 150 
ro 160 once flourishing villages destroyed. He could 
neat express the position of the Christians in Syria by 
saying that they were destitute, and altogether unable, 
by any means at present before them, to carn anything tor 
their living.

The Rev. Dr. Reeves read the second „On the 
Ancient Orders of Culdees in Ireland,” said that, in 
introducing the Pas subject to the notice of the 
Academy, he did not intend to lay any claim to 
originality, as it had been treated of at d t times, 
and in different forms. His object was rather to 
collect together the disjecta membra of information to be 
found respecting it in books, with some ad- 
ditional information which he had obtained from 
manuscripts, which, as far he was aware, had not 
before been consulted. Ue wished also to divest 
the subject as far as he could of that mist which 
hung around it, and which, according to Collier and 
others, would never be r It had been 
erroneously stated that the were the origin of 
Freemasonry, and, indeed, ot all other secret societies. 
The Scotch took up the notion, which was broached 
in the 16th century, that the Culdees had been founded 
by St. Columba ; but there was not 
that such was tha case, or that 
with St. Columba, except as 
followers were members in the process 
scit-denial and devotion to monas 


which was given to them even in the time of St. 
Augustine. After this period the form was gradually 
adopted. The writings of Pope Gregory, which were 
much studied by the Irish ecclesiastics, and by whom 
he was called the Golden Mouth, served to diffuse it 
among them and make it popular. The Irish naturally 
found a conventional equivalent term in their own lan- 
guage, and accordingly they called such a person a cail 
de, In the year 1595 he found the term cail de applied, 
in the writings of the Four Masters, to the Dominican 
Friars of Sligo, an order which was instituted in 1215. 
In Scotland the game term was used, but with greater 
latitude as to its ayplication ; and the earliest mention 
he found of it was in a life of St. Patrick, The reverend 
gentleman next entered minutely into the etymology ot 
the word Culdve, and then read numerous extracts trom 
manuscripts, which gave an interesting, though net 
exactly consecutive, account of the order which, it 
appeared, were t Ireland and the 
Sister Kingdoms, It that they had several 
institutions in different parts of Ireland, and that they 
were established here at a very early period. Ou con- 
sulting the annals they found that in the year 920 
Armagh was invaded by the so-called strangers of 
Dublin, and it was stated that upon that occasion 
they saved the house of prayer, with the cai/de and 
kirk, and from which it would ap that the term then 
signified the ecclesiastics of the It was also stated 
by these authorities that in 1031 a certain functiouary, 
called a cail devand who was an anchorite, was taken 
offby death. In 1132 mention was also made of the 
death of a cail de, but it seems that the office had then 
become hereditary, for he was succeeded by his son. 
Che Kev. Dr. Reeves then referred to the year 176, 
in which it appeared that an army was led against 
the abbot of Clondalkin, for the purpose of ex- 
pelling him therefrom, and, that having been et- 
tected, the church was given over to a cail 
de, The rev. gentleman then proceeded to de 
scribe the description and character of this order. It 
ippears that though their offlve was a title tor ho ly 
orders, it gave them no Voice in the election of an 
archbishop, but the repair of churches was confl led to 
them, and skill in music, as well as eloquence in preach- 
ing, were especially required of them. They also ranked 
third in their diocese, the clergy at large being below 
them, Dr. Reeves concluded by saying, as there was 
much information to be derived from the records of the 
order, in England, Wales, and Scotland, he would request 
permission to bring the subject again before the atten - 
tion of the academy,

resource than Piedmont, the hero retires to the island of 
Laprere, Many Italians tell me that in spite of the pro- 
fuse ‘chunks showered upon him Count Cavour has found 
“seans to embitter the last moments of his dictatorship 
by a parting insult. The administration of Sicily and 
Naples has been entrusted to Farini, Montezemolo, La 
Farina, and others, who appear to have been selected 
solely from the fact of their being Garibaldi’s personal 
enemies, It is not likely, however, that his retirement 
will last long. Before many months—perhaps many 
weeks—we may expect to find him repeating his Sicilian 
experiment—this time with less certain success—on the 
Shores of the Adriatic, 

A copteus telegram has made us acquainted with the 
substance of the speeches delivered last night at the 
Guilghail. That of M. de Persigny was just what was 
expected, and it did not, therefore, produce much effect. 
Truiams about the superiority of peace over war have 
ceased to produce any great impression upon the 
Parisian mind, A good deal of amusement has been 
created by a phrase which the telegraph puts in the 
mouth oi the new Lord Mayor, Alderman Cubitt, who, 
it seems, took upon himself to congratulate M. de 
Persigny on the manner in which the Emperor Napoleon 
has carried out his pacific promises. If such a sentence 
had fallen from a Parliamentary wit—from Mr. B 
Osborne, or even from Lord Palmerston—people might 
set it down as ironical ; but who would think of ascrib- 
ing wit to a Lord Mayor dans l'erercise de ces fonctions ? 
Therefore people here take it for granted that Lord Mayor 
Cubitt was in carnest, and are actually ijl-natured 
enough to suppose that his lordship’s relations with high 
quarters at Paris, through the medium of one of his re- 
latives long established here, led him to utter this absurd 
and ridiculous sentence. Lord Mayors have always been 
looked upon as oracles of wisdom on the bench. What 
an incresse of light will be thrown on politics should 
the new vvcctipant of the civic chair continue in Far 
liament (he exposition of his opinions ag to the pacific 
or warlike tendencies of. Louis Napoleon so brilliantly 
commenced at the Guildhall, How gratified, too, the 
Emperor must be at findiog one man at least who does 
poi misunderstand him, and that man a real live Lord 
Mayor How thank/ul he must feel that his lordship 
extends the olive branch.“

As soon as it has been admitted 
into the cylinder the corresponding slide valye shuts 
out all further commuuication with the atmosphere. 
A this instant a spark is elicited from one of 
Ku mkorff’s electro-magnetic induction machines, and 
% gas within the cylinder is thus ignited. An 
imiense expansion follows: the piston is impelled 
forward, and the motion thus communicated to the 
beam. On the piston’s arriving at the other end of 
the cylinder, the second slide valve opens and the 
residue of the combustion escapes. Atmospheric 
pressure then causes the piston again to recede, a fresh 
quantity of gas is introduced and again ignited, produc. 
iug a fresh stroke of the piston, and soon, It is to be 
remarked that this mixture of gas and air is highly 
explosive, and it would therefore be dangerous to have a 
reservoir previously filled with it, but there is no need 
of any such appendage. Before the engine is set in 
motion the vacuum of the cylinder is filled with air, and 
it is therefore only necessary to let in thin streamlets of 
gas, which burn simultaneously as soon as they enter 
the cylinder, producing a series of successive explosions, 
w ich produce the motive power. They are so slight as 
to be almost inaudible. To prevent the cylinder getting 
overheated by this constant combustion it is provided 
with an outward casing, through which a stream of cold 
water is made to pass.
